The Banking Year 


Indications point to 1935 having been 
better banking year than its predecessor. The 
most significant factor is the improvement in 
advances, the banks’ main earning asset. 
During 1934 advances for the ten London 
mache banks were running each month at 
a total somewhere over £750.000,000. That 
level, however, was exceeded last March, 
when advances rose to £766.000,000, and for 
the rest of the yea: the figure has been 
generally over £770,000,000 (says The 
Observer). Against this deposits have 
reached a record high level of well over 
£2,000,000,000, but it is understood that every 
endeavour has been made by the banks to 
keep down the outgoings for deposit interest. 
The increase in banking resources, however, 
has been well in excess of the banks’ capacity 
te employ new money in banking enterprise. 
The result is shown in the increase in gilt-edged 
investments from approximately £590, ; 
towards the end of 1934 to £620,000,000. In 
the employment of money at short term the 
experience of this year can hardly have been 
as good as in 1934. The average Treasury Bill 
rate for last year was 14s. 6}d. This year 
that rate represents practically the peak of 
the weekly results, despite new methods to 
cope with the falling tendenty of short 
money. Whatever may have happened in 
the banks’ profit and loss accounts, however, 
the year now concluding should undoubtedly 
have strengthened the banking position. Tha 
recovery in trade has liquefied advances once 
regarded as frozen and considerably lightened 
the need for bad debt reserves.

Similarly works of a quasi-manual 
character, such as trade, business, the law 
courts, which, though not bodily, occupied 
the mind and distracted it from Divine 
worship, were forbidden by the Church. 
Liberal works, as they were called, were not 
forbidden, such as reading, studying and 
painting for pleasure. A farmer during a 
very bad season might work on Sunday ‘to 
save his crop, and in industrial centres cer- 
tam work had to be seen ta, and even night 
shifts be engaged to carry on; but it was 
— unnecessary servile work that the 
Church raised her voice.

Dublin Circuit and District Courts’

Justice (Mi. P. J. Ruttledge) observed that 
the | profession was not selfish, and that 
its interests were centred in the happiness 
and prosperity of the country. They were, 
be said, glad of the indication, so far as it 
had been given, that this was going to be a 
record Christmas in Dublin and the rest of 
the country, in so far as purchase and 
exchange were concerned.

Following the Minister, the Lord Mayor 
agreed that this was a peaceful Christmas, 
but said that he could not say that it was 
the most prosperous Christmas that their 
sag ever had. it was true that in the 

ity of Dublin there was a certain class that 
was protected by the Government, and that 
was making handsome profits, but there were 
still many thousands who were unemployed. 
Thousands of poor people to-day were recciv- 
ing the same rate of outdoor assistance as 
was given twelve years ago, and he suggested 
that 7s. 6d. was not enough to allow to a 
destitute man oí woman aged 68 or 69 years 
of age. He hoped that something would 
be done tc improve conditions in Dublin. 
The young men on the land in the country 
ee be guaranteed a price for their pro- 
ucts. "

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IRISH IN THE 
SCHOOLS 
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MINISTER'S VIEW 
——€— 


The Government's policy in regard to the 
Irish language was defined by Mr. Thomas 
Derrig, Minister for Education, speaking at 
an entertainment at Rathmines Town Hall 
under the auspices of Clann-na-hEireann, last 
Saturday night. 

People, he said, had fought and had been 
killed in the effort to make the country 
(iaelice, and not to make it an imitation of 
any other country. It would seem from 
recent pronouncements that certain middle- 
aged people had not yet awakened to the 
realities of the position regarding the Irish 
language. 

A large number of secondary schools had 
conducted their work through the medium of 
Irish. and the results of the Intermediate 
Hxaminations would show that the schools 
in question had done their work better than 
it had been done in schools where all sub- 
jects had been taught through the medium 
of English. 

It would seem also, he said, that. some 
people were not aware that native Irish 
speakers were being trained in the training 
colleges, and were going out to the schools 
to teach the language. Wonderful progress 
had been made since the revival began, when 
they had only forty thousand Irish speakers. 

Referring to compulsory Trish, the Rey. 
Father Michael, O.M.Cap.. President, Clan»- 
na-hEireann, said that there was even still 
compulsory Englhsh in the Gaeltacht. It 
was impossible for an Irish speaker in the 
Gaeltacht to secure a position to-day with- 
out a knowledge of English, and this was 
the English that they had to learn eompul- 
sorily in the schools now. People had been 
complaining of Irish being compulsory and 
of subjects being taught through the medium 
of Irish, but they had compulsory teaching 
of English in this country for the 
years and there had beer no complaints.

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“ No Retregression’’ 


Speaking at Rathmines Town Hall on 
Saturday evening, the Minister for 
Education said that there would be ‘ no 
retrogression’’ in the Government’s 
language policy; by which, apparently, | 
he means that English-speaking boys and 
.girls will continue to be taught all their 
subjects through the medium of Irish. 
When the teachers themselves began to 
protest against this policy we had hopes 
that the Government might treat their 
complaint on its merits, but Mr. Derrig’s 
airy dismissal of the whole matter shows 
that little sympathy is to be expected 
from official quarters. The complaints 
have been by no means confined to the 
teachers, and we do not share Mr. Derrig’s 
evident View that they are confined to 
irresponsible or reactionary men. “' It 
would seem by recent pronouncements,”’ 
said the Minister, in a very double-edged 
sentence, ‘‘ that certain . middle-aged 
people have not yet awakened to the} 
realities of the position regarding the 
Irish language.” What are thosé realities ? 
According to Mr. Derrig, one is that there 
has been “ wonderful progress ” in the 
number of Irish speakers, and another is 
that education has not suffered, because 
secondary students who have been taught 
through the medium of Irish gat higher 
examination marks than those who have 
been taught through English: It is not 
contested that the policy has taught Irish 
to a great number of students—nominally, 
every boy and girl is an Irish-speaker 
nowadays. Most people are aware, also, 
that the examination papers are framed 
so as to put a heavy premium on answers 
given in. Irish, but it is absurd to quote 
the higher marks as a proof that teaching 
through Irish does no harm to learning. 
Whatever ‘the examination papers may 
show, the standards of education are 
suffering, and, however desirable it may 
be to revive the use of Irish, the present 
method is not likely to make the language 
popular. Moreover, it should be possible i 
for pedple to contest the idea of 
‘* universal Irish ” without being labelled 
as enemies either of the language or of 
their own country. Both this administra- 
tion and the last have gone on the theory 
that the Free State must be made com- 
pletely Gaelic-speaking because its ~ civi- 
lisation ought to be completely Gaelic. 
Such a theory is at variance with what 
Mr. Derrig would call “ the realities of 
the position.’’ Modern Ireland owes quite 
as much to the Anglo-Saxon tradition as 
to the “Gaelic, though at the moment it is’ 
not fashionable to recognise the debt. 
The.younger tradition in Ireland, good or 
cad, has blended with the older, and can- 
not now be rooted out, or even be 
regarded as “ foreign ’’’ in any real sense. 
Both should be allowed to grow together, 
and we agree with Mr. Joseph Johnston 
that the minority might do a little more 
to assert its share in the national being,

Egyptian Election 


In Egypt plans are being. prepared for a 
general election, which, it is expected, 
will take place in March: On this 
occasion, and in accordance with the Con- 
stitution, the voting will be direct and on 
a universal suffrage.

To-day, in a leading article, The Times 
observes: The appointment of Mr. 
Anthony Eden as Foreign Secretary closes 
two weeks of deep. confusion and com- 
pletes. the reconstruction which it had 
rendered necessary. Mr. Baldwin has 
taken the straightforward course in select- 
ing for promotion the Minister who stood 
‘next in the natural order to Sir Samuel 
Hoare. Other courses had been urged 
upon him, in particular the . suggestion 
that he should make a temporary appoint- 
ment pending other. Cabinet changes, 
which have always been among the 
prospects of the coming year. There was 
one clear objection to this plan, though it 
had arguments to commend it. A 
Foreign Secretary. with a: provisional 
mandate might lack the 
peculiarly needed at a time when it is 
of the first importance to reassert 
the continuity and stability of British 
foreign policy, and to consolidate new 
confidence at home and abroad in 
the share of common international action 
which this country is prepared to take. 

In choosing Mr. Eden the Prime 
Minister has n able to call not only 
upon youth—in accordance with his own 
preference, often declared—but upon 
experience. Mr. Eden, though he is still 
on the younger side of forty, has served an 
exceptional apprenticeship. The course of 
his career hitherto has allowed him to 
specialise in the subjects of his department 
in a measure which is rare in our politics. 
There can be no question of his qualifica- 
tions on that side. At the same time. 
when he has often been unfairly mis- 
represented as playing a solitary réle in 
the formulation of British policy towards 
the League, there. is no doubt of 
the consistency and conviction with 
which he had upheld the ideal of 
international co-operation, which is 
embodied in the Covenant. That public 
impression of him has not in any way 
been qualified by recent experience, In 
this respect his promotion answers

He remem- 
bered nothing more until he awoke in the 
infirmary. 

Mr. Blagg, his wife, and a number of 
policemen ran to the houses and helped 
the affected persons into. the gardens, 
wrapping blankets around them to keep 
them warm until ambulances arrived. 


DID NOT FEEL EFFECTS 


Miss Bellamy did not feel the effects 
seriously at first. In response to a knock- 
ing on the wall she ran next door and 
gave Miss Yeardley some brandy and 
water. Miss Yeardley stated that at that 
time Miss Bellamy was apparently not 
ifeeling the effects of gas, though she said 
she could smell it, and that there was a 
similar smell in the other house. 

When she returned to offer assistance to 
Mrs. Whitehead she was overcome.

With almost double the normal number 
of passengers on board, the British and

A young Irishman, whose journey home 
for the Christmas holidays from Runcorn 
twelve miles outside Liverpool—to Dublin 
took him over thirty hours, described his 
for | experiences to an Jrish Times réporter last 
night. 

“ Wishing to spend several hours in 
Liverpool before the crossing,” he said, “‘I 
took the afternoon train from Runcorn, 
Cheshire, to Liverpool. The twelve miles 
journey took exactly four and a-quarter 
hours. I arrived in Liverpool just in time 
to catch the Lady Connaught; and was 
lucky to have booked a berth on that boat ;

WARNING TO DRIVERS 

Reports received by the Automobile 
Association in Dublin from their road 

atrols ih various parts of the country 
indicate that the severe frost, which now 
extends over the whole of Ireland, has 
yendered the roads highly dangerous. 
Coming after a period of wet in many 
parts, it has left the roads sheeted with 
ice, and many accidents have happened as 
the result oí side-slips. Points at which 
wt is necessary to exercise particular care 
are places where the road is overhung by 
trees.. Sheltered from the sun during the 
day-time, the portions of the road may be 
very dangerous, although on either side 
the road may be quite safe. 

The Automobile Association also warns 
drivers of motor cars to be particularly 
careful in overtaking other cars proceed- 
img in the same direction. A suddeé 
change of direction under such circum- 
stances may have serious results. 

Added to the troubles cansed by the 
frost is the prevalence of fog in many 
pert of the country, particularly in the 
fidlands. At all times a serious incon- 
venience to road travellers, fog becomes 
exceedingly dangerous when it comes at 
the same time as frost. The moisture 
freezes on the windscreen of the car. when 
the driver gets clear of a patch of fog, 
and the driver is rendered “ blind.” 

In districts where fog is likely to be 
experienced a wise precaution is to smear 
& light coating of glycerine on the wind- 
screen. While slightly reducing visibility, 
the glycerine will prevent the formation of

USE OF THE SWORD 


The cavalry tradition is not the only part 
of the British Army criticised by Captain 
Kennedy, but his book is permeated witb 
revolt against the neglect of the War Office 
to modernise itself, Even when two cavalry 
regiments were changed into.armoured car 
units they continued to be styled * cavalry.” 
He quotes from ‘Cavalry Training (War),”’ 
published in 1929, and observes: “It will be 
seen that belief in both powers of recon- 
naissance and in shock action still persists, 
and that faith is put even in the sword. It 
would be aun able were it not that it may 
result in loss of life.”’ 

The British Army, he wrote, is being 
trained on a doctrine and with an organisa- 
tion which ignore alike the experience 
already gained and vital later developments. 
It has reverted to the pre-war composition of 
arms and is suppressing, or deflecting into 
largely useless channels, real modernisation, 
It is allowing grave injustices to take place 
in the promotion and retifement of officers. 
It is prodigal beyond conception in training 
} riding instructors and correspondingly par- 
simonious in training leaders. These are a 
few of the points made by the author. 

“An army, of course, must. train, and for 
this reason it must have theories. And $o 
a mass of guiding manuals is issued by the 
War Office. These have all the sanctity 
of Holy Writ, and if an officer knows them 
and acts in accordance with them he will go 
far.” But one of the results of the system

There was also racing at Musselburgh race- 
course in July, 1820, and it is interesting to 
note that the meeting then was over the 
whole week. The stewards of the meetin 
were the Lord Provost and magistrates o 
the city, along with a few baroneis. 

At the present moment the Lothians Racing 
Club are having a hard job to make ends 
meet. There was a movement on foot in the 
Musselburgh Town Council to curtail the 
meetings held to one a year, instead of the 
usual three. Luckily for racing in the East 
of Scotland the motion was defeated, and 
Edinburgh will see its usual quota. 

In order to make the fixture ‘a success 
no one has worked harder than Lord Rose- 
bery. He puts in a tremendous amount of 
work behind the scenes, and always sends 
from Newmarket a few of his horses for all 
meetings. The famous “ Primrose and rose ”’ 
colours can always be seen on the seaside 
track, and nothing is more popular with th: 
racing public than when rd “Rosebery’s 
colours are carried with success. 

In 1934 the Lothians Club had to face a 
heavy deficit, but Mr, Oswald Barclay, the 
secretary of the meeting, states that this year 
there has been a small profit. Mr Barclay 
thinks that racing in Scotland is as good as 
anywhere else, and points to the success of 
Near Relation at Edinburgh before winning 
the Cesarewitch. Another horse that won 
over the Edinburgh track was Cecil, who 
then went on to win the Newbury Cup 
“ With horses of that class coming North,” 
said Mr. Barclay, “it brings out increased 
attendances, and, so far as the Lothians Club 
is concerned, we will face the coming season 
with any amount of confidence.” 

It has often been asked why there are 
not more fixtures in Scotland. The reason is 
that it is practically impossible to get extra 
dates, There is so much racing all over 
Britain that it is doubtful if the Jockey Club 
would grant additional fixtures, even if thev 
were wanted,

THE LEAGUE SYSTEM 


og 


(By PAT'O.) 


O successful has the League system been 
S that further developnients are possible 
win 1956, particularly in secondary and 
junior sections. Nine counties in hurling 
and nine in football are all that are con- 
sidered eligible for the No. 1 grades. Leinster 
leagues amongst the weaker counties have 
brought good results. The McKenna Cup in 
Jister and the Four Counties’ League for the 
Lyons Cup (Louth, Meath, Cavan, Mona- 
ghan) —-all have brought healthy competition. 

League systems, however,. have made very 
little progress in Munster and Connaught, 
and it is in these provinces that we have 
much room for improvement in 1936. A very 
successful league awaits initiation between 
the weaker counties in both hurling and 
football at either side of the Shannon. Offaly, 
Westmeath, Roscommon, Offaly, Sligo, and 
Leitrim—six counties with converging borders 
—could run successful competitions in both 
hurling and football, with much advantage 
to the engaging counties, and at a small 


travelling cost. The area mentioned has 
been criminally neglected by the higher 
councils, who have concentrated on the 


bigger gates from the major competitions. 

One 'of the worst reflections on the con- 
structive work of the G.A.A. is the fact that 
hurling is almost unknown over wide areas. 
Only nine counties of the thirty-two are fit 
for the No. 1 League. and if we draw a line 
from Drogheda to Clifden we shall find that 
all the best hurling talent is south of that 
line. The Northern half of Ircland holds few 
hurlers ahove the novice class, and there are 
wide areas where the game is unknown, 

It is to the revival of hurling over these 
areas that the controlling hodies must set 
themselves. There are awakening signs of 
interest in Antrim, Down, and Donegal, and 
a Northern hurling league is feasible. With 
eight of the nine Ulster counties entered, close 
competition would he certain, Within five 
vears Ulster should take her wiace in the 
All-Ireland Hurling Championship as con. 
fidentlvy as she now does in feotball, in which 
her recent advances are the result of peter 
prising league promotions.
